Trustees 
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Librarian’s Report for 1948 


The Library has suffered a loss in the death of Mrs. 
Mary P. Smith who for many years was branch libra- 
rian at North Monroe, beside serving many years on the 
board of library trustees. 

The past two years the Library has spent a part of 
its appropriation as an experiment in adult education. 
The money spent was entirely for instructors, both 
years. 

Of the ten lessons in wood-carving eight were paid 
for by the Library, the other two by the students. As 
no instructor in wood-carving was available in 1948, 
Mrs. Harriet Hinman has generously donated one eve- 
ning a week to instructing the class. The 14 members 
of the class have made one hundred and thirty-six 
articles. 

The stencilling class was instructed by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Gordon (a N. H. Arts and Crafts teacher). The eight 
students in the class have refinished and made sixty- 
eight articles in 10 lessons. 

The rug-hooking class was instructed by Mrs. Made- 
laine Wells, also a N. H. Arts and Crafts teacher. 
Twelve students were enrolled and made thirty-seven 
completed articles and started others in 10 lessons. The 
weaving classs was instructed by Miss M. Lillian Hunt- 
er who teaches for both N. H. and Vt. Arts and Crafts. 
Seven students in seven and a half lessons have made 
forty-two articles. Two exhibitions have been held. 
Anyone in town interested in Handicraft is invited to 
join the classes. They are asked to talk with the library 
trustees or at town meeting if they are interested in 
other projects beside the ones mentioned.

TEACHERS AND PUPILS: 


The Monroe School District was one of the few dis- 
tricts in New Hampshire to experience no change in its 
teaching staff during the school year of 1947-1948. Al- 
though the retaining of the full staff was partly due to 
the increased salary scale, much credit belongs to the 
cooperation of pupils and parents in creating a spirit of 
appreciation for work well done. 

Through the Extension Service of the University of 
New Hampshire, an expanded testing program, sup- 
plementing the local program already in the school, has 
made possible the testing of interests, abilities, apti- 
tudes, and personalities of the eighth grade pupils, that 
each may be more profitably guided into proper high 
school courses. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS: 


During the summer, Mr. Wright refinished the floors 
in all rooms and diligently cleaned the entire building. 
There is a marked distinction between the custodian of 
the modern school and the janitor of former days who 
only started the fire and drew the water. Mr. Wright is 
a “custodian” in both name and deed. 

Waterproofing of portions of the brickwork of the 
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building and repairs made on the eaves troughs and 
down spouts have prevented seepage into the playroom. 


GENERAL INFORMATION: 


What makes a great nation? Not its land, not its 
mines, not its rivers, not its forests, not its money—im- 
portant as these are. Only people make a nation truly 
great. There is power in a waterfall and in an acorn. 
But there is greater power in education which teaches 
men how to control the forces of nature and changes 
the thought and actions of man himself. 


On every hand people are planning for the future. 
The welfare of people is the supreme objective of our 
free way of life. Develop our human resources and we 
can solve all of America’s problems. Above all, we shall 
need a universally well-educated people. The schools 
are citadels of democracy, devoted to a great ideal—that 
of promoting the general welfare, of seeking the com- 
mon good and of practicing the Golden Rule. 


May I suggest for your consideration the Co-opera- 
tive School project being seriously considered by the 
other six districts in this Supervisory Union, whereby 
a secondary school may be set up, controlled by a school 
board composed of members selected from each district 
represented; paid for by each district in proportion to 
its equalized valuation, with operational costs pro-rated 
according to the number of students enrolled from each 
district. 


An estimated enrollment of 300 pupils, grades 7-12, is 
anticipated. Any secondary school cannot adequately 
or economically operate with less than 300 students, and 
at the same time offer a well-balanced curriculum of 
college preparatory courses; practical arts courses, in- 
cluding agricultural courses, with shop experience in 
woodworking, automobile mechanics, mechanical draw- 
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ing and farm machinery; as well as distributive educa- 
tion courses in such fields as commerce, printing, bank- 
ing, and courses in science. 


The estimated operating cost of such a Co-operative 
has been set by the investigating committee as approxi- 
mately $135 per student. The New Hampshire State 
average in 1947-1948 was $158.74, while for Monroe, not 
including transportation the per pupil cost was $256.00 
for 1947-1948. 


CONCLUSION: 


I wish to express my appreciation to the Members of 
the School Board for their help in the administration of 
school affairs, to the residents of the town for their ef- 
forts in behalf of education, and to the teachers for 
their loyal and conscientious service.
